The amendment corrects a clear typo error. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 -1 0 
are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record discloses two double 
pistons in combination with a fee pump to a reverse osmosis membrane and in 
connection with the concentrate from the reverse osmosis (see patents 4,913,809; 
6.017,200). The prior art of record fails to disclose the double piston (77, 78, 86, 87) 
pumps in cylinders 7, 8, connected through the body (9) (manifold arrangement) 
including all he combination of elements as claimed in claim 1 and dependent claims, 
all the elements claimed are supported by the figures in particular figures 4 and 6.
